The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

W ashington — T h e fam ed G eneral G eorge 
S. P atton pro b ab ly tu rn ed over in his grave 
w h en P resid en t T ru m an announced th a t 
Russia had the secret of the atom. 
For 
P atton w as one m a n w ho cam e n e a r p r e ­ 
venting, or at least retarding, Russian d e ­ 
velopm ent of the atom. 
In the first w eek of M ay 1945, P a tto n ’s 
3rd arm y crossed th e Czechoslovak b o rd er 
and entered the city of Pilsen, h e a d q u a r­ 
ters of the vast S koda m unitions w orks. 
P atten had rom ped into Czechoslovakia b e ­ 
fore the Red a rm y had tim e to m o v e its 
ponderous forces, ju st as U. S. troops a d ­ 
vanced to the su b u rb s of Berlin, only to be 
ordered out by G eneral E isenhow er. 
W hen this colum nist reported th e p e r ­ 
em ptory w ith d raw a l of U. S. troops from 
Potsdam at R ussia’s request, it w as offi­ 
cially and categorically denied. H ow ever, 
G eneral P a tto n ’s diary, now published, to ­ 
gether w ith other m em oirs show th a t these 
w ith d raw a ls w ere based on th e R oosevelt- 
Stalin agreem ent at Y alta defining th e lim ­ 
its of Russia’s ad v an ce into Europe. 
Therefore, w h en Gen. E isenhow er o r­ 
dered Gen. P atto n out of Czechoslovakia, 
Russia im m ediately m oved in 
an d 
took 
over the u ran iu m deposits at Jach y m o v , 
just a shout— as P atton used to shout— 
from Pilsen. 
And 
having 
m arch ed into Czechoslo­ 
vakia, the Red arm y refused to leave until 
Russia 
had 
been 
given 
ex traterrito rial 
rights over the u ran iu m m ines of 
J a c h y ­ 
mov. This m ade Russian citizens im m u n e 
to Czech law in this area, a condition w hich 
continues. Even today no visitors a re a l­ 
lowed in Ja c h y m o v — not even officials of 
the Czech governm ent. 
R USSIA’S LONG-RANGE PLAN 
Of course, th e p resent Czech C om m unist 
go v ern m en t has no objection to this a r ­ 
rangem ent, b u t th e earlier Czech g o v e rn ­ 
m ent of E d u ard Benes did. In fact, th e late 
foreign m inister, J a n M a sary k —later m u r ­ 
dered by th e R ussians— rose on th e floor 
of the U nited N ations in J a n u a ry 1946 to 
place 
Czechoslovakia officially on record 
as favoring th e use of atom ic energy for 
peaceful purposes only, and proposed that 
C zechoslovakia’s u ra n iu m should be made 
available to all nations. 
As a result, official Moscow stood on its 
ear. T he Soviet am bassador in P ra g u e p ro ­ 
tested to Czech P rim e M inister Fierlinger, 
and the th re a t w as im plied th a t 
unless 
■ Czech u ra n iu m m ines

u n d er 
’ Soviet jurisdiction, th e Red arm y would

Helsinki, Finland—Smile

you call Finland “just another sa­ 
tellite country.”

have of this brave country which 
has found a way to live next door 
to Russia.

Editors cager to give their read ­ 
ers both sides of the East-W est 
situation got around their dilemma 
by reprinting wire dispatches from 
America which give an anti-R us­ 
sian viewpoint. 
Free Speech 
As to saying 
w hat 
he 
wants 
where and when he wants to, the 
Finn is equally canny. One night 
the Finnish Communists rant and 
rave and lie in the village square. 
The next night one of the four 
other political parties will have a 
say-so. Just as we let Henry W al­ 
lace talk himself into political ob­ 
livion. 
As to movement, if that were 
policed our group 
would 
never 
have landed without heavy screen­ 
ing and some censorship of action 
and of w hat we filed to our news­ 
papers and magazines. So too can 
the Finns come and go from their 
country. 
This is quite different than in 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia 
and 
the Russian 
zone 
of 
Germ any 
where reporters are m ade most 
unwelcome and natives can leave 
only illegally. 
Communism Not Growing: 
Another misconception almost as 
aggravating as the widespread be­ 
lief that the Finnish people live 
bgehind the iron curtain is that 
Communism is growing here. 
Some 58,000 of the 
nearly 
4 
million people living in Finland 
are communists. That they are so 
weak and ineffective that Moscow' 
does not run to their rescue was 
demonstrated in the recent strike 
winch resulted in a stunning vic­ 
tory for the Social Democrat gov­ 
ernment. 
The Diet (Congress) 
has 
200 
members of which only 38 are held 
to be Communists. 
One misconception amuses the 
patient Finn. For 
some 
reason 
many visitors, forgetting 
recent 
w ar history, say “but you have re ­ 
covered from the Russian occupa­ 
tion.” Finland was never occupied 
by either the Russians or the G er­ 
mans. But they would have been 
if they had made the same decision 
Estonia did—to hand over bases to 
Russia. It m ay have seemed silly 
for little Finland to fight for her 
land. But today they can speak of 
“war victory” for despite back­ 
breaking reparations to the Rus­ 
sians and the devestation of L ap­ 
land by the retreating Germans, 
they still have their country. 
Another mistake is that Finns 
are living at survival-level. A m ­ 
ericans more acquainted with the 
stark living conditions in Finland 
assume that the Finns must be liv­ 
ing on roots and cabbage. The on­ 
ly shortages here are coffee and 
sugar which arc still rationed. Ev­ 
erything else is plentiful if you can 
afford to buy. 
There is one more so-called m is­ 
conception about which only time 
will determine the validity—that 
Finland, which is today enjoying 
freedom, is living in a fool’s p ara­ 
dise next door to Russia, who could 
pounce dowm at any moment. But 
until the gigantic struggle between 
the East and the West comes, this 
is not likely to happen.

ray said after flashing the strike 
signal. 
“ O u r cause is just. W e w ill w in.” 
Lew is didn’t order any strike— 
bul his men quit work, anyw ay, 
on Sept. 19 after the bushy-brow- 
ed m iner chieftain announced su­ 
spension of payments from 
the 
mine w orkers’ pension and w e l­ 
fare fund. He said Hie fund was 
nearly broke becau: e some south­ 
ern operators failed to pay their 
20-cents-a-t.on royalty. 
Lew is told the 
102,000 to re ­ 
turn to work because there was 
no need for them to stay out of 
the pits. He resumes contract ne­ 
gotiations with operators on W ed ­ 
nesday. But he's never told an y­ 
body e x a c t ly what he wants to 
make peace in the coal fields. 
W h a ts Next? 
M u rray 
broke off negotiations 
w ith big steel four hours before 
his steelworkers struck 
at 
12:01 
a. ne, Saturday. No new talks are 
scheduled. W h at’s next 
on 
the 
agenda?— Nobody knows. 
M aybe President Trum an might 
step into the picture. He did three 
time before and helped delay the 
steel strike 76 days. 
The next federal step 
in 
the 
steel crisis may be another concil­ 
iation move. U. S. mediators tried 
to halt the steel w alkout two days 
before it began but management 
and union refused to budge from 
announced positions. 
M u rray wants 
free 
pensions. 
Big steel offered to set up a pen­ 
sion and social insurance program 
but insisted that its workers share 
part of the costs— a few cents an 
hour per employe, anyw ay. 
M u rray said nothing doing, it 
must be free. It must be exactly 
as the president’s steel fact-find­ 
ing board recommended: A non­ 
contributory 
pension - insurance 
program w ith management p ay­ 
ing 10-cents-an-hour per man to 
m aintain it. 
Said Irving S. Olds, chairm an 
of U . S. Steel corporation’s board 
of directors: 
“ United States Steel 
has 
de­ 
clined to bow to that ultim atum .” 
So what could M r. Trum an do? 
There plenty of speculation in 
steel capital Pittsburgh. 
These are the rumors: 
1. Federal intervention to get 
the CTO 
steelworkers 
and 
big 
steel management together again 
around a conference table. 
2. Injunction action under the 
T a ft - Hartley labor la w to halt 
the walkout. 
3. Government seizure and op­ 
eration of the struck plants un­ 
der the president’s w a r powers. 
Pressure On President 
The president said 
after 
the 
strike’s start he had no plans to 
step into the dispute. Latest word 
from the W hite Kosse backed up 
that stand. 
But Cyrus S. Ching, 
head 
of 
the U. S. Conciliation Service is 
expected to try to get the dispu­ 
tants together in Washington. The 
invitation m ay come as early as 
tom orrow. 
The President’s seizure author­ 
ity is no longer as clear cut as 
it was in 
1946 
w hen 
w artim e 
emergency powers w ere still 
in 
effect. 
Now he’d have to rely on 
the selective service aet. 
M oreover he’d have to w ait un­ 
til the strike hit the government 
where it hurt. 
That is, if and 
when a struck plant failed to fill 
a governm ent contract vital to the 
national defense. 
That w ouldn’t 
occur for a month since steel re­ 


serves would last at 
east. 
that 
long. 
But use of 
the 
Taft-H artley 
might be forced on M r. Trum an, 
despite 
his 
announced 
distaste 
for its provisions. 
Already much 
pressure is being exerted on the 
President by employers and m em ­ 
bers of Congress. 
Taft-H artley provides

injunction 
halting

strike. 
Trum an advisers think he 
m ay have to use the act as the 
tw in strikes strangle the nation's 
1 economy.

G eneral business, already hard 
hit by a cut in buying in the days 
before the strike, w ill be hit even 
harder as the first payless p ay­ 
days roll around.
